The drawings dated 9/27/2007 have been approved by the Examiner. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the applicant 
has failed to provide a brief/detail descriptions of the newly added figures. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 1-33 and 35-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, line 13, the phraseology "this 
sliding position" is not readily understood by the Examiner. Is this a different sliding 
position than previously recited? In claim 1 , lines 15-17, the phraseology "the at least 
one guide track guides the movable glass panel to return to press against the watertight 
joint" is not readily understood by the Examiner. In claim 22, lines 16-18, the 
phraseology "the at least one guide track guides the movable glass panel to return to 
press against the watertight joint" is not readily understood by the Examiner. In claim 
33, line 14, the phraseology "this sliding position" is not readily understood by the 
Examiner. Is this a different sliding position than previously recited? In claim 33, lines 
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16-18, the phraseology "the at least one guide track guides the movable glass panel to 
return to press against the watertight joint" is not readily understood by the Examiner. 

Depending on the applicant's amendments, it appears that claims 1-33 and 35- 
36 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
